Tue change which has taken pluce in the 
grouping of the Powers consequent upon 
the Anglo-French enteute cannot fail’ to 
produce very important effects upon the 
political situation in the Far East, aud more 
expecially upon the settlement likely to be 
arrived, at at the conclusion of the Russo- 
Japanese war. “The anomalous position of 
France in respect to the latter bas been long 
a matter of somewhat anxious speculation. 
Ac the declared ally of Russia, it was‘patural 


"to expect that France would be disposed to 


side withthatcouotry when the war broke 

out, and no little anxiety was felt as to 

ghether she might not feel bound to supp ort 
her ally by taking un active part in Kostilities, 
which course would have involved similar 
counter-action on the part of Great Brituin, 
supported in all probability by ‘America on 
the other side, Fortunately the French 
were level-headed enough to aveid going so 
far as this ;.and it became recognised that 
her alliance with Russia was to be considered 
only in reference to European mutters and 
that, ag regarded affairs in the Far East, she 
would only preserve a benevolent neutrality. 
Of late, however, this position—anomalous 
enough- in itself, has been rendered still 
more so by the entente which his been 
arrived at’ between England aud France, 


é which has placed the idea of the two nations 


going to war‘upon any question arising in 
the Bast, atill more out of the range of pro- 
~ bable contingencies. 7 

The causes which have Jed. up to this 
change are familiar to our readers, At the 
opening of the war, France had every interest 
in the success of Russia ; ‘and it wag natural 
that, so far a8 was in her power, she should 
by moral support and otherwise;-work for 


that end, Apart from the larger political 
considerations involved in keeping upou 
gond terms with a Power @hich formed o use- 
ful counter poise to any possible designson the 
partof Germany, thore was the direct concern 1 
which a vast number of people,and especially | 
the peasantry, had in the maintenance 
of Russian Supremacy, in view, of the large 
amount of Russian securities which they 
held. ‘This wasn fact not likely to be over- 
looked by a people, who, though excitableat 


but also upon action which must o'er: long 
bave tobe taken in the Far Enat, to which 
they equally apply ; and that they fore- 
shadow an inclination on tho part of Frange: 
to fall in with a settlement which, while‘faig ” 
and reasonable as far as Japan is concerned, 
mny also be compatible with more ftiendly 
relations than those hitherlo existing be- 
tween -Great Britain and France’s Ally.

has fallen short of what might bo expected 
of her has been probably ‘somewhat over . 
estimated. If it is true that nothing 
succeeds like success, it is equally true that 
nothing fails like failure. ‘The tendency to 
exagger ition is the same. either direction. 
Tt is quite possible that. the conclusions 
which are necepted nt the. preseat time as 
to the weakness of Russia in naval, 
inilitary, financial and other matters, mLy 
yet prove to be more than the cireumstances 
Ruasia bas failed in one direc 


warrant. 
tion chiefly because she made ‘one great 
initial mistake as to the possibility of sending. 
troops in. sufficient humbers to overpower 
Jnpan, by means of the Siberian Railway ; 
Dut it dovs nut follow that. sbe will prove 
Jncnpable of repairing — this and. other 
mistakes when'she has‘ once again hacome 
free to devote huraelt to the improve int 
and development of her resuurces. . But, 
however this may ha, there ix no doubt that 
the enthusiasm in France as lo the Russian 
. plliauce-has been diminished, and. that any 
idea of activels assisting her ally is now 
much more remote than it was formerly. [no 
he meantims Garay has showa an agtive 
opposition to France in Morocco, unl this 
has had the natural effect of strengthening 
the Auglo-French understanding and of 
mukingany friendly rapprochement bet woen 
Germany and France more difficult, than 
Under eircumstinces, the 
position of France, 
become much modified. It is to her interest, 
no doubt, atill (o keep up a geod understand + 
ing with Russia in view of possible contin 
geucies, but hardly to adhere to'an alliance 
to the extent, af risking embroilment with 
other European Powers. ‘The attitude which 
ghe found it convenient to assume so 5000 
as the question of her infringing neutrality 
in tegard to Kainrah. Bay was raised hy 
Japan, may be-taken an a fair indication of 
her attitude generally in these parts. France 
may be expected to hold her hand pretty 
evenly, so far as her influence will affect the 
settlement of matters in the Far East. 
Everything points to its being unlikely that 
she will go to great lengths.-in supporting 
Russia against ‘any fair demands on the 
part of Japan. At all events the poseibility 
of any combitiation between France, Russia 
aud Germany, even to the extent of exert- 
ing their joiat jufluence either at Pekiog or 
‘Tokyo, is rendered highly unlikely in fice of 
recent events, Germany is uot likely to ran 
any risks in supporting Russia alone aid it 
“ig still moré unlikely that she will be joined 
by France in any alrempt to do so. It may, 
therefore, be’ tuken that foreiga nations 
generally will. not be anxious to interfere 
with the settlement between Japan and 
Rassia; and that it will rest with the 
helligerents to settle the terms between 
It such prove the fact, we may

be sure thit the views of great Britain and 
the United States will be those which 
will be most considered by Japan as being 
most in. consonance with her own. Had 
France continued desirous of upholding 
Russia to avy serious extent, her influence 


might have been sufficient to turn theseate, 
and it might bave been difficult to prevent 
some kind of indirect interference ; but at 
the present time.

loafers, and the like (ta.pay" no‘hing of distant 
harbour hootitigs ond steam whistles) Hongkong: 
streets are not a8 quiet as they might be. 

There is one, noise which ‘should be stopped 
for more reasons than one, It ia.that made by 
the pompous Chinamarin 3 private ricshs, who 
plays a gong-solo with one foot, This is too 
much like the tram gong'to be safe. 

These comments were suggested. by the. 
following remarks in the Straits Times ;—The 
introduction of the tram bas made necessary 
new reguistions governing. bells, ets., on other 
yebioles, As the tram care ate fitted with 
gongs, it would not do to have tho seme kind of 
bell on curriages, for it is essential that the 
maans used by the trams for signifying their 
approach should bo different from that employed 
on other vehicles, With this in ‘mind, the 
Municipal Commiesion has pasked new bye-laws 
prohibiting the usa of gongs on carriages. 

It is quite probable that the Commissioners 
algo had in mind the suppression of what has of 
lata become & serious nuisance,—that continued 
and unnecessary ringing of large gongs. which 
have added confusion rather than . clarification 
‘to congested traffic and have largely and 
cunnecestarily increaced the din in our busy 
thoroughfares, ‘, 4 
“NVe' regret that no attempt is made in these 
bye-liws to suppress the ‘ricaha gongs, which are 
‘also becoming a nuisance. If the voice of the 
‘puller is suffoient on a licensed ricshs, it 
cortainly ought to be so on a private one. 

~Byces avd pullers greatly enjoy bearing tha 
sound of the gongs on their own vehicles, and 
the larger the bell the more frequently it 
is rung. The nse of the Europenn sleigh bell, 
es recommended by the Commissionors, wilF be 
pleasant relief from. the now much overworked 
gong. : .

»suppose that M. Lessar's, specessar;at Poking 
has had but scanty ‘diplomatic training. “'St«te 
Councillor Dmitri Pokotilofi, the nowly- 
appointed Russian Minister to China, is in lus 
fortieth year. After leaving the Gymnasium 
he pacred with distioction through the Oriontal 
Faculty of the St. Petersburg. University. 
Being acknowledged to be a loading expert of 
the Chinese, Manchorlan, and Mongolian lan- 
guages, Pokotiloff was attached to the Astiatio 
Dopartinent of the Foreign Office in St, 
Petersburg in 1887, ond shortly ofterwards be 
was sent ont to sarva as an Attache at the 
Russian Legation in Peking. In 1893 he was 
recalled to the Asiatic Department, whore he 
remained ohly 
that year ho was transferred to the Ministry of 
Finance, where, under M. Witte, he tervoil for 
many years us Chief of the Chanovllory of General 
Affairs. Whon’Russis was getting Chins more 
aud more within its tightening grip the Czar 
sppeintod Pokotiloff in 1898 to ba Director of 
the Russo-Chineso Bank in Peking, and also to 
be Advisor to tho Management of the Enstern 
Chino Railway, 1, will thas be seen that M. 
Pokatilo® has hod’ o good training in offsirs 
connected with China and the Far East, ond 
according to all reports, he hos profited greatly 
from his experience.

SARAWAK CURRENCY REFORM. 


The Sarawak Treasury report for 1904 thua 
desoribea the progress of currency reform

policy was maintained by the Treusury as that 
roported on for the year 1:03. Straits Set- 
tlements notes were imported until the month 
of August, when, by the courtesy of the 
Governmont of the'Strnits. Settlements, Straits 
dollars. bogan to be imported, In September 
the prohibition of the export of Straits dollars 
from Singapore was withdrawn but no action 
was taken here until November when. the 
withdrawal of the prohibition of the import of 
British end Mexican dollars into Singapore for 
a space of two months rendored active measures 
necersary, The old dollars sere at once placed’ 
at a discount and all those in the various 
Government Treasuries withdrawn and sent for 
sale to Singapore. Bofors the nd of. 
1904 Government had sent to Singapore 
128,000 old dollars, aad merchants had sent 
$5,478. In no part of the conntry was any 
serious difficulty mst with and the conversion 
wes effected quickly: In order to opsist tho 
natives Government undertook to forward old 
dollars te Singapore on their Behalf and’ large 
gums were dealt with in this manner, The 
conversion is now. practically complete, the only 
District still ‘remaining to be partly doalt wit!
